Red Deer, and on the A.C.R., when 
that road is taken over. 

’ This will mean at the least thirty 
men being brought back to Red Deer, 
most of them with families, and will 
greatly increase the C.P.R. pay roll 
here. It also means an increase of 
workmen in other directions, and 
there is no doubt that the action of 
the C.P.R. points in a very definite 
manner towards Red Decr_ being 
made a permanent terminal, which, 
with the taking over of the A. C. R:

The funeral of the late George 
Berwick, who was killed on a bridge 
crossing the Medicine River, took 
place on Tuesday last week from the 
Methodist Church, Rev. Dr. Wilson 
conducting service and = speaking: 
briefly from the experience of Job. | 
The pall bearens were C. H. Snell, 
H. Harvey, J. Halstead, Chief 
Meeres, C. Rodahaver, W. R. Mott, 
Delburne. 

An inquest was opened by Coroner 
Dr..Georg: on Monday with the fol- 
lowing jury: Wn: Piper, foreman, J. 
M. Meyers, Sergt. Harvey, Wt Cas- 
sells, A. F. Botsford, John McMillan. 
‘After viewing the body, the inquest 
was adjourned until Thursday, when 
Dr. Mackenzie, and W. Gaskarth, 
one of the men on the bridge, gave 
evidence. The doctor's evidence 
showed that the falling boom struck 
Berwick on the back of the head, 
neck and shoulders, compressing the

bones and arteries and causing tin. 


ternal hemorrhage, which resulted in 
deceased’s death im threo hours. 

Mr. Gaskarth saw the accident and 
jumped into the river and pulled the 
unfortunate man out. The inquest 
was further adjourned to Saturday, 
when foreman Aune gave evidence. 

Tt transpired that he (Aune) usual- 
ly .undertook the work of placing 
the chain round the timber, and had 
done so on the previous timber lift- 
ed, but at Berwick’s own request, he 
had allowed him to attend to this 
part of the work, and he considened 
Berwick was standing in a safe posi- 
tion. 

During the evidence of the work- 
men not one of them could — state 
definitely whether a certain bolt or 
pin used in the derrick gear was in 
position or not. The verdict brought 
in by the jury was to this effect: 

That the deceased was killed on 
May 29th on a bridge crossing the 
Medicine River, 2 miles south of 
Wittenberg, by being struck on the 
head and shoulders by the boom 
attached to the derrick, which fell 
owing to an iron pin not being in its 
position at tho time.

Synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land Regulations. 


Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead a quater 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. The applicant must appear 10 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy maybe made at aby 
agency, on cortain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of thres years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. : 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may pre-cmpt a 
quarter-section alongside his home 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Must reside upon the 
homestead or pre-emption six months 
in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry ‘(including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for 3 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
tricts. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
—Must reside six months in each of 
threo years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

Miller has had to continue to act as 
principal ‘of the Normal School at 
Camrose until the close of the recert 
session, and was also assigned the 
duty of representing the Department 
of Education at the recent agriaul- 
tural conference held at Ottawa un- 
der the chairmanship of the Hon. 
Mr. Burrell, Minister of Agriculture. 

During the months of March and 
‘April the director has conferred with

| Medicine Hat and Lethbridge, and 
given public addresses on technical 
education in each of these cities.

In the academy at Raymond ac- 
commodation and cquipment for do- 
mestic science and work-shop work 
have been provided. By special 
arrangement the children of Grades 
7 and 8 of the public school are | 
given instruction in these subjects in: 
the academy. 

The new consolidated school 
Warner, following consultation be- 
tween the School Board, the archi- | 
tect and the provincial director of 
Technical Education, has been plan-i 
ned to provide shop-work for 
boys and domestic science for 
girls, as well as a good science labor- 
atory for the junior high school 
work. This building is to be erected 
this year, and is casting in the neigh- 
borhood of $30,000. 

At the present time Dr. Miller is 
conferring with the educational auth- 
orities in the cities of the province, 
and securing from them information 
mperttad | needed by the Minister of Education 
rt, | tote he can determine the schedule 
of provincial grants in aid of the 
various phases of technical educa- 
tion. 

Before returning to Edmonton the 
director will visit the following 
towns to look into local conditions 
and needs: Banff, Bankhead, Mac- 
leod, Cowley, Lundbreck, Burmis, 
Hillerest, Frank, Blairmon:, Cole- 
man, Lethbridge, Cardston, Taber, 
Medicine Hat, MRedcliff, Bassano, 
Gleichen, Lacombe and Wetaskiwin. 
In the mining centres special atten- 
tion will be given to the needs of the 
childnzn of the miners who are over 
fourteen years of ‘age and not in 
school, and to the educational needs 
of the miners themselves, with a 
view to providing special classes 
during next winter. 

The summer session for teachers to} 
be held at the University of Alberta | 
in July and August is under the, 
direction of Dr. Miller. Courses are! 
offered in agriculture and_ schooli 
gardening, nature study, elementary j 
manual training, woodwork, domes- 
tic scienaz, household arts, physical | 
training and fine arts. It was ex- 
pected that the total enrolment 
would be limited to 150, but as this 
rumber has been reached already the 
Minister of Education is considering | 
raising the limit to 175 or 200. Spec- 
ial arrangements have been made; 
whereby the school inspectors will | 
be in attendance and take courses 
specially organized to enable them 
to deal more effectually with these 
spocial subjects in the schools under 
their supervision.

LACK OF EMPLOYMENT 
IN WESTERN GANADA 


Review of Labor Cunditions of Past 
Few Months—What the Future 
Has In Store 


Up to last winter, according to 
Norman Lambert, Western represen- 
tative of the Toronto “Globe,” in a 
letter to his paper from Calgary 
several weeks ago, providing for the 
uremployed was a responsibility that 
Bat lightly on the shoulders of Wes- 
tern Canadians but this year it taxed 
the wits of every large municipality 
between Winnipeg and the coast. The 
middle western country with its 
periods of severe weather, of course, 
was confronted with the most serious 
aspects of the problem. There 
was no time to discriminate or in- 
vestigats; people had to be |-ept warm. 

The task of providing for the de- 
serving among those who are classed 
as the unemployed, furthermore, was 
rendered more difficult by the pre- 
sence in the west of a large contin- 
gent of Industrial Workers of the 
World, men who for the past six 
months have been orating on the 
street corners, addressing mass meet- 
ings, organizing so-called labor par- 
ades, and endeavoring on every ecca- 
sion, by use of demagogic arguments, 
to inflame the minds of idle workmen. 
But this disrupting element has been 
dealt with most: effectively in the 
cruumunities where trouble has been 
anticipated, and as a result, despite 
the garbled reports that were sent 
out from Regina, Salgary, Winnipeg 
and other wastern centres, regarding 
the threatening attitude of the un- 
employed forces, there has never been 
for an instant any danger of a violent 
attack upon public or private property. 

It ,is estimated that all told there 
were probably 15,000 unemployed men, 
comprising all trades and callings, as 
well as a host of unskilled laborers. 
The ability with which this new prob- 
lem was handled in all the Western 
cities in the trying winter months is 
highly creditable to those in charge 
of the relief work. The permanent 
solution of the problem is, of course, 
much more difficult. The only per. 
Manent cure would seem to lie in 
the industrial development, which 
most of the Western cities are ex- 
-periencing, and also in the progress 
in mixed farming, which has been 
so nfuch in evidence in the past. two 
years. Nearly every farmer who keeps 
cattle, sheep, hogs, poultry, etc., can 
find employment for a man or two 
practically all the year round, and the 
result is that he does not have to 
turn adrift all his laborers as soon 
as the grain crop is harvested in the 
fall. Mixed farming will, theregore, 
absorb a reasonable proportion of the 
transient labor class which is re. 
quired in the summer and early fall 
months to handle the grain crop, As 
factories increase in number and size 
the bulk of transient harvest labor- 
ers will also be taken care of by the 
demand for labor in Western work: 
shops. This was notably the case up 
to the past year in Western cities 
such as Winnipeg, Calgary, Medicine 
Hat, etc, and it is only the trade 
depression, which reduced factory 
orders to a minimum that prevented 
the absorption of many of the un. 
employed in factory work during the 
past winter. It would seem, there. 
fore, that the establishment of divers!- 
fled and mixed farming, in other 
fom the development of an ideal 


ome market, affords the surest cafe. 
uard against winter unemployment 
problems in Western cities. 


GERMAN STEEL INDUSTRY 


Export Trade Exceeds That of Great 
Britain, and is Growing Rapldly 


According to the “Journal of Com. 
merce” of Montreal, the statistics of 
the exports of iron and steel for tha 
year 1913 show that Germany heads 
the Ist, with exports of 6,497,000 
metric tons in 1913, against 6,042,000 
tons in 1912. Great Britain comes 
second, with 6,050,919 gross tons, 
against 1,983,112 tons in 1912. ‘The 
United States exported 2,760,133 gross 
tons, against 2,947,597 tons in 1912. 

It will be a surprise to many to 
know that Germany has passed 
Great Britain in the manufacture of 
fron and steel. It is perhaps attribut- 
able in great measure to the develop. 
ment of the manufacture of warships 
and munitions of war In Germany on 
a large scale. Whether the fiscal 
policy of the respective countries has 
anything to do with it or not is diffi. 
cult to say in the absence of detailed 
figures. However, the policy of Ger- 
many since the days of Bismarck has 
been one of rigi¢ high protection, 
while that of Great Britain has been 
one of absolute free trade.

Sued Journal For $10,000 


That there was no libel in’ the 
article published by tho Daily Jour- 
nal, Edmonton, on November 28th, 
just prior to the municipal elections 
last year, in which it was stated 
that Mayor McNamara, then a can- 
didate for the mayoralty, would face 
two charges of breaches: of the traf- 
fic bylaws, and that he had abused 
and argued with a police constable, 
was the decision reached by the jury 
which heard the claim for $10,000 
brought by W. J. McNamara against 
that newspaper. y 

The claim of the plaintiff was 
that through the publication of the 
article, which he alleged was false, 
he had suffered materially ; that his 
campaign had been injured. The de- 
fence claimed that it had been pub- 
lished as a mattar of news; that 
most of it was true, that it had not 
been intended to injure his campaign, 
and that it had not done so. 

Mr. Hyndman, addressing the jury, 
contended there was ho libel in the 
article. It was in the main true. 
Mr. McNamara had been guilty of a 
breach of the motor vehicles act, 
and the action was brought to sat- 
isfy a personal spite because the 
Journal had opposed him. If he 
had not been elected, could it be said 
that liis defoat was caused by the 
article? Referring to Mr. McCaul’s 
statement that, had he been defeat- 
ed the claim would have been for 
$50,000, Mr. Hyndman said, ‘‘Is the 
position of mayor of this city worth 
$50,000? If so, we have not yet ‘dis- 
covered why.”’ 

Mr. Justice Scott summed up, and 
the case was handed to the jury. 
The jury consisted of Messrs. W. B. 


Wills, Stuart Hill, T. Galley, R. 
Wills, K. Sutherland, and R. Me- 
Lean. At the ond of an hour the 


jury returned with a verdict of no 
libel, and the action was dismissed 
with costs on the plaintiff. J. C.

- PROHIBITION AND PROGRESS. 

When ex-Governor Hoch, of Kan- 
sas, said, “Prohibition in my _judg- 
ment is tho only logical attitude of 
the government towards tho liquor 
traffic,” he was voicing tho senti- 
ment of the majority of the citizens 
of the ‘‘sunflower’’ state. Is it to be 
wondered at that Kansas should bo 
most enthusiastic for National Pro- 
hibition, and that Governor Hodges 
should prophesy that his state would 
bs the finst to ratify the Federal 
Amendinent. ‘‘Prohibition has cut 
out a useless expense that was more 
burdensome on the people thar. all 
of the state and county taxes com- 
bined,’’ is the dictum of ex-Governor 
Stubbs. : 

The statemisnts and statistics giv- 
en by Senator William H. Thompson 
in his speech in the U.S. Senate at 
the time of the introduction of the 
Hobson resolution furnish incontro- 
vertible proof of the economic and 
social value of prohibition in’ Kan- 
sas and in the nation. He says: 

“During the thirty-three years of 
prohibition the illiteracy of our peo- 
ple has been reduced from forsy-nine 
per cent. to two per -cent., and this 
trifling amount is almost _ entirely 
among the foreign clement in the 
mining section ofe the south-east. 
With 105 counties in the state 
eighty-seven of thom have no insane, 
firty-four have no feeble-minded, 
ninety-six have no inebriates, and 
what few there are come from the 
cities which defied the law until re-: 
cent years. There is only one pauper | 
to every 3,000 population, and there! 
are thirtyeight county poor farms! 
which have no inmates. In July, 
1911, fifty-three county jails were: 
empty and sixty-five counties had no, 
prisoners serving s@ntence. Since the 
establishment of prohibition the! 
population of. Kansas has increased | 
more than any of the surrounding | 
states, and her wealth has increased ' 
until she has become the _ richest’ 
state in the Union per capita. Al-, 
though we suffered one of the worst 
droughts in the history of the state! 
last summer, recent statements from 
the banks show that in the 930 state 
banks there is on deposit belonging | 
to the people pf Kansas about $120,- 
000,000, and on deposit in the 213 
national banks about $90,000,000, 
making a total of $210,000,000, or 
about $123 for every man, woman 
and child in the state. The assessed 
valuation of property for taxation is 
sufficient to give every man, woman 
and child in the state $1,700, while 
the average wealth in the nation is 
only about $1,200. Is it not reason- 
able to believe and fair to say that 
thirty-three years of prohibition has} 
had something to do with this grand 
result?” 

Among the many commendable re- 
form measures recently enacted ‘im 
Kansas the eoual suffragz law of 
course stands foremost.

Passes Away 


London, May 27.—Sir Joseph Wil- 
son Swan, inventor of tho first in- 
candescent electric lamp, died here 
today: He was 86 years old, and 
was born in Sunderland, England. 

Sir Joseph spent many years of 
his life experimenting with electric 
lamps. In 1879 he succeeded in 
solving the problem of producing an 
incandescent light, thus making pos- 
sible the general use of electricity 
for lighting purposes. He was the 
inventor of many other electrical de 
vices, including a miner’s safety lamp 
and an electric meter. He made 
many improvements in accumulators. 

He was at one time president of 
the Royal Photographic society. He 
had received many decorations fron 
foreign governments.
